REVIEW  DSO  LITERARY  1-4  0*  >K. 

The  work  done  by  successful  authors 
is  well  shown  in  the  following  items: 
Dadd  Livingstone  said :  “  Thq*e  wh< 
have  never  carried  a  book  throujgh  the 
prow  can  form  no  idea  of  the  amount 
toil  it  involves.  The  process  has  incrw 
ed  my  respect  for  authors  and  author¬ 
esses  a  thousandfold.  I  think  I  would 
rather  cross  the  African  <le*ert  again 
than  undertake  to  write  another  book.' 
“  For  the  statistics  of  the  negro  (popula¬ 
tion  of  South  America  alone,”  saks  Rob¬ 
ert  Dale  Owen,  “  I  examined  more  than 
a  hundred  and  fifty  volumes.”  Another 
author  tells  us  that  he  wrote  paragraphs 
and  whole  pages  of  his  loook  as  many  as 
forty  and  fifty  times.  It  is  said!  of  one 
of  Longfellow’s  poems  that  it  was  written 
in  four  weeks,  but  that  he  spent  six 
weeks  in  correcting  and  cutting  it  down. 
%l*er  declared  that  he  hail  re  written 
some  of  his  briefer  productions  as  many 
as  eight  or  nine  times  before  their  publi¬ 
cation.  One  of  Tennyson’s  pieces  was 
re-written  fifty  times.  John  OWen  was 
twenty  years  on  his  **  Commentary  on 
the  Epistle  to  the  Hebrews  Gibbon  on 
his  “  Decline  and  Fall,”  twenty  years  ; 
Adam  Clarke  on  his  “  Commentary," 
twenty-six  years.  Carlyle  spent  l  fifteen 
years  on  his  “  Frederick  the  Great,” 
great  deal  of  time  is  consumed  in  reading 
before  some  books  are  prepared.  George 
Elliot  read  one  thousand  books  before  she 
wrote  “  Daniel  Deromla.”  Alisoii  read 
two  thousand  before  he  completed  his 
history.  It  is  said  of  another  that  he 
read  twenty  thousand  books,  arid  only

REA. I  UNO  FOR  WOMEN. 

Women  all  over  the  country  hav 


found  incalculable  help  in  the  popular 
reading  classes  and  arrangements  for 
studies  by  correspondence.  It  is  true 
that  the  sort  of  scholarship  tq  be;  gained 
from  too  often  carelessly  written  books 
about  authors  in  these  popular  series  is 
not  of  the  highest  kind.  But  wi>men  ' 
country  home  and  in  isolated  places  hav 
found  much  intellectual  food  in  the  read 
injgs  of  the  Chautauqua  and  other  socie 
ties.  It  is  not  unusual  to  find  in  remote 
country  cornel's  women  absorbed  in  weal  ¬ 
ing  domestic  cares  who  have,  still  a  con¬ 
stant  hunger  for  at  least  a  degree  t>f  men 
tal  life.  To  these  the  movements  of  the 
last  five  years  toward  general  education 
have  proved  a  godsend.  Cheap  litera 
ture  is  to  be  decried  in  many  cases,  per 
hajw  in  most  cases  ;  but  the  cheapening 
of  editions  of  the  best  authors,  giving 
country  women  the  chance  to  read  the 
works  to  which  women  j|n  town  have  ac¬ 
cess  in  public  libraries,  is  nothing  less 
than  a  national  blessing..  It  is  from  the 
country  that  the  best  intellectual  jlife  of 
cities  is  recruited.  Country  mothers, 
therefore  have  more  influence  iin  ,  the 
mental  development  of  the  nation  than 
others,  ami  it  is  a  good  thing  for  them 
to  have  this  increase  of  nourishing  men¬ 
tal  food.  The  spiritual  life  of  country 
women  is  often  cultivated  at  too  gr< 
expense  of  the  intellectual.  Then- 
weekly  church  service  is  their  only  respite 
from  the  hard  facts  of  their  every  day 
working  life.  The  introduction  of  a  fork 
nightly  reading  class  gives  a  new  aest  to 
their  lives.  The  histories  of  Motley,  and 
Prescott,  and  Carlisle  give  them  a  rela¬ 
tion  to  modern  existence  missed  in  fn  ex 
elusive  study  of  Kings  and  Ch^oijjcles, 
and  the  poetry'  of  the  singers  of  tfieir  own 
country  heljm  them  to  a  higher  apprecia¬ 
tion  of  the  inspired  poets  when  they  re 
turn  to  these.  There  is  something  trag 
ic  and  pitiful  in  the  life  of  a  womari  who 
likes  to  read  and  who  is  denied  access  to 
books.  There  is  much  that  is  hopeful  for 
this  class  in  the  present  popular  move¬ 
ment  in  literature.' — Boston  Record. 


BOOKS  FOR  BOYS. 


Though  some  boys’  books  are  delight 
ful  reading,  both  for  old  and- young  boys, 
it  is  certain  that  b6ys  should  not  confine 
their  studies  to  books  “  dedicated  to  the 
young.”  Thackeray,  we  know  from  his 
Roundabout  Paper  on  “  A  Lazy  Idle  Boy,” 
read  Dumas  and  Miss  Porter  and  Mrs. 
Radcliffe  at  a  very  early  age,  and  Dickens 
has  tokl  the  world  how  he  lived  with 
“Tom  Jones,”  till  he  became,  in  fancy, 
child’s  Tom  Jones,  a  harmless  creature  ” 
W  rthout  reckoning  in  “  Tom  Jones”  many 
of  the  masterpieces  of  literature  are  em¬ 
phatically  1  woks  for  boy 8.  There  are  all 
Dickens’s  best  tilings,  and  we  know  that 
Master  Harry  East  read  about  Mr.  Win¬ 
kle’s  horse  with  interest  at  quite  an  e^rly 
moment  in  his  career.  No  boy  who  can 
read  {it  all  can  fail  to  be  delighted  with 
the  opening  pait  of  “  David  Copperfiel(l,’f 
with  the  opening  chapters  of  “  Great  Ex 
pectations,”  with  “Nicholas  Niclriebv,” 
above  all,  with  Mr.  Squeers,  with  “  Pick 
wick,”  and  with  “Oliver  Twist”  But 
the  last  is  a  dangerous  book,  because  the 
humors  of  the  Dodger  and  Charlie  Bates 
invite  imitation,  and  a  fanciful  youth 
might  be  seduced  into  a  purely  Platonic 
abstraction  of  fogies  and  tickers.  Much 
of  Thackeray  is  excellent  for  boys,  be¬ 
cause,  whenever  he  writes  about  boys  he 
writes  with  so  much  knowledge  and  sym¬ 
pathy.  Pen  and  Clive,  and  young  Raw- 
don  and  old  Figs  and  Berry' and  Biggs 
at  school  are  all  as  good  as  “  Tom  Brown.” 
Scott,  like  Dickens  and  Thackeray,  is  not 
favored  by  some  quidnuncs  who  perhaps 
prefer  Mr.  Kingston  to  these  authors, 
and  to  “  Cooper  of  the  Wood  and  Wave.” 
But  no  unsophisticated  boy,  with  a  taste 
above  the  adventures  of  Ned  Kelly  the 
Bushranger,  can  be  happier  than  he  is 
made  by  “  Quentin  Durward,”  and  “  Ivan- 
hoe,”  and  “  The  Pirate,”  and  “  The  Fair 
Maid  of  Perth,”  while  “  The  Last  of  the 
Mohicans”  has  set  many  a  young  brave 
of  the  Pale  Faces  on  making  tomahawks, 
and  canoes,  and  flint-headed  arrows. 
These,  and  such  as  these,  are  the  true 
books  for  boys ;  books  that  will  live  in

Almost  in  despair  he  took  the 
painting  to  his  studio  and  was  about  to 
destroy  it  and  give  up  trying  to  lie  an  ar¬ 
tist,  w  hen  a  friend  came  in  to  whom,  he 
told  the  story. 

Acting  on  this  friend’s  advice  he  erased 
all  marks  of  censure,  and  putting  his 
picture  again  on  exhibition,  requested 
visitors  to  mark  all  the  “  beauty  spoils,” 
when,  lo  and  behold !  the  marks  were 
just  as  numerous  and  in  the  same  places 
as  those  of  faults  the  day  before. 

So  “  E.  Pluribus  Unurqv  seems  to  hjave 
lieen  one  who  the  first  day-  marked  quly 
faults  with  a  cynic’s  eye. 

Let  us  go  over  the  same  ground  that 
our  caustic  E.  P.  U.  has  traversed  and 
reason  instead  of  snarl.
